246A(5) In case of purchases on behalf of clients, Member 
broker, shall be at liberty to close out the transactions by 
selling the securities, in case the client fails to make the full 
payment to the Member Broker for the execution of the con¬ 
tract within two days of contract not having been ■delivered 
for cash shares and seven days for specified shares or before 
pay In day (as fixed by Stock Exchange for the concerned 
settlement period), whichever is earlier, unless the client 
already has an equivalent credit with the Member. The loss 
incurred in this regard, if any, will be met from the margin 
money of that client. 

246A(6) In case of sales on behalf of clients, Member 
Brokers shall be at liberty to close out the contract by effect¬ 
ing purchases if the client fails to deliver the securities sold 
with valid transfer documents within 48 hours of the contract 
not having been delivered or before delivery day (as fixed 
by Stock Exchange authorities for the concerned settlement 
period), whichever is earlier. Loss on the transaction, if 
any, will be deductible from the margin money of that client.
